b. The corvette Partizants: (foraerly Kado). Carries a crew of 70 
sen (5 officers), attuins 20 knots speed, and is armed with one 
100 wa. ecan-on anc 12 untieaircraft maciizpa om 
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ce. FT boats: Two prewar Yugoslav motor torpedo boats, the 
Kajmakcalan and the Dinara, are now called TC-1 and TC-2. 
Their base is at Sibenik. There are aleo several former Ger- 
man PT boats and two of the Italian MAS type. 
New American—type PT boats with Italian Fiat-Ansaldo engines 
are being tuilt in the shipyard (sic). These engines are very 
difficult to obtain. Plans call for the construction of the 
greatest possible number of PT boats, as they are the most 
suitable craft for use along the Dalmatian coast with its milti- 
tude of small islands. 


d. The Biokovo, formerly the yacht Beli Orao, has a speed of fifteen 
knots and is armed with six machine guns. It has a crew of about 
50. 


e. The Orijent, formerly the yacht and training ship Vila. It is 
now obsolete with a speed of 8 knots, crew of about 30 sailors 
and carries two machine guns. Midshipmen of the Naval Academy 
use this ship for training cruises. Its permanent base is at 
Boka Kotorska. 


f. The Pionir, formerly the mine layer Orao. It is obsolete but 
still in service, and was laid up at the Tivat shipyard for 
general overhaul. Armed with an anti~aircraft gun of about 
LO mm and two anti-aircraft machine guns, it has a speed of 12 
knots and a crew of 50. It carries old mine-laying equipment. 
Permanent base: Tivat. 


g. The torpedo boats T-1 and T~5 are prewar Yugoslav craft in- 
herited from the Austro-Hungarian monarchy. Built in 1914, they 
have a speed of 18 knots and carry a crew of about 50. They are 
armed with two 57 mm anti-aircraft cannon, one 20 mm anti-aircraft 
machine gun and four 2 mm double torpedo tubes. They were over~ 
hauled in the Tivat shipyard and are based at Sibenik. 


he Miscellaneous smaller craft: 


About O motor sailboats which were requisitioned from private 
ceaes. They are armed with machine guns and are used for patrol 
service in the Adriatic. 
About 25 tugs of various types. Armed with two machine guns each. 
“An undetermined number of landing craft of British and German type 
‘ and make. These were acquired during the war or had bean left be~ 
hind by the Allies and Germans. 
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
